The  l.>.-eo  lor  the  pro- 
tection ol"the  place  was  gathered  to^'eth- 
cr  ..ear  the  cent*  r  of  tin-  town,  while  the 
outskirts  were  entirely  abandoned  to  the 
Indians,  who  lurked  and  sneaked  behind 
the  dwellings,  or  burned  th  in  as  they 
chose.  The  Indiums  must  have  sutrered 
severely  during  the  engagement,  though 
as  they  carried  away  their  dead,  it  is  not 
known  how  many  were  made  to  bite  the 
dust. 

The  loss  on  our  side  was  ten  killed  and 
fifty-one  wounded,  some  of  them  mort'il 
ly.'  Among  those  killeti  are  Ca[it.  Dodd, 
well  known  to  all  the  older  .settlers; 
Kev.  Mr.  Smith  of  Mankato;  Mr.  Ed- 
wards, editor  ot'the  Le  Sueur  euiinty  pa- 
per, and  Jen.  Qninn  of  St.  I'eter.  Uev. 
.Mr.  Stein,  of  .iud.so-;,  was  one  o!  the 
principal  fighiers  for  the  defense  of  the 
place,  and  had  the  best  rifle  on  the 
ground. 

The  forces  at  New  Ulm  were  reinfi>re- 
ed  on  Sunday,  and  the  Indians  fell  back. 
The  place  was  then  evacuated  by  the  set- 
tlers, and  the  entire  force  fell  back  to- 
ward Mankato ;  so  that  New  Ulm,  or 
what  remains  of  it,  is  entirely  abandoned 
by  both  friend  and  foe.

From  these  fa.  ts  it  is  obvious  that  it 
is  only  the  Sioux  on  or  near  the  Reser- 
vation who  are  implicated  in  these  mur- 
ders, or  willing  parties  to  it.  Supposing 
the  whole  of  those  far  and  near,  who 
were  accessible  at  the  time,  to  have  been 
drawn  into  it,  their  whole  force  cannot 
number  more  than  eight  hundred.  This 
seems  to  iH,  and  we  are  somewhat  Jie- 
quainted  with  the  numbers  and  localities 
of  the  various  band;*,  a  high  estimate  of 
the  numbers  engaged,  and  we  do  not 
think  it  probable  that  there  are  more 
than  six  hundred  in  the  affair. 

Tue  first  .accounts  received,  by  a  con- 
fusion of  dates,  indicated  an  apparent 
simnllaneousness  in  the  massacres  at 
thediifereiit  points  which  naturally  led 
t<;  the  belief  of  an  organized  and  general 
uprisinfT.

It 
will  be  remembered  that  nearly  fifty 
lives  were  lost  by  the  explosion  of  the 
boilers  of  the  Essex. 

So  soon  as  he  was  able  to  attend  to 
his  duties  he  asked  permission  of  t!ie 
government  to  reconstruct  the  Essex 
according  to  his  own  [dan.  So  soon  as 
his  boat  was  finished  he  sUtrtcd  down  to 
Vicksbnrg,  and  reached  there  in  time  to 
exchange  shots  with  the  Ai  kan.ias  though 
unable  to  move  from  his  position  on  ac- 
count of  a  burnt  boiler.  His  next  ope- 
ration was  to  co-operate  with  the  lam 
Lancaster  in  destroying  «.he  Arkansas, 
which  fiiiled  fi>r  want  of  concert  of  ac- 
tion by  Commodores  Davis  and  Farra- 
gut.  Since  then  it  api>ears  he  has  agi:in 
cno'a'Ted  her  single  h.anded,  and  in  his 
own  expressive  words,  "blew  her  up."

I..€aving  Fort  iJidgley  on  last  Frulay 
afternoon  in  company  with  the  payment 
party  and  a  small  cavalry  escort,  we 
have  just  arrived  home.  Worn  out  by 
exhaustion,  and  sickenod  by  scenes  which 
chill  the  blood  and  make  tho  heart  sick, 
we  have  neither  strength  nor  inclinaticn 
now  to  comply  with  the  re»[i)est  of  hund- 
reds of  our  friends  to  attempt  a  connect- 
ed historv  of  what  has  fallen  under  our 
observation  during  the  ten  davs'  besiege- 
ment  of  the  Fort.  The  post  was  .safe 
when  we  left,  and  we  w<»uld  gladly  blot 
from  memory  many  of  the  scenes 
of  horror  and  the  reflections  of 
those  days  of  peril.  I'ut  they  will  be 
written  up  at  a  future  time.  W^e  would 
rejoice  to  Cover  the  deficiencies  in  our 
former  communications,  written  under 
the  txcitement.s  of  the  hour — some  of 
which  have  appeared  in  these  columns — 
but  wc  cannot  now.  Wc  would  rejoice 
especially  in  giving  full  credit  to  certain 
officers  and  civilians  through  whose  ai- 
meet  superhuman  efTjrts  the  post  was 
saved — to  recount  deeds  of  personal  her- 
oism among  men  and  women  that  would 
add  glory  to  the  fame  of  any  conqueror, 
and  to  show  up  the  cruel  apathy  of  other 
officers — a  murderous  apathy  in  inovin"^ 
to  our  relief — but  these  must  be  reserv- 
ed fftr  other  times.

what  are  called  the  "  Austrian  rifles, 
and  to  show  their  quality,  we  will  refer 
to  an  experiment  made  with  them. — 
Capt.  Grant's  company,  numbering  six- 
ty muskets,  after  thoroughly  claaning 
their  arms,  and  stiffening  the  springs  of 
the  looks  by  leather  bolsters,  attempted 
to  fire  a  round  :  and  of  the  sixty  Aus- 
trian guns,  only  twenty -nine  could  be 
made  to  explode.  These  were  the  kind 
of  arms  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  three 
or  four  companies  sent  with  Col.  Sibley 
to  St.  Peter. 

The  troops,  comprising  seven  compa- 
nies, which  marched  up  the  Valley  un- 
der command  of  Col.  Crooks,  were 
armed  with  the  Springfield  rifled  musket, 
a  perfect  weapon.  But  these  weapons 
were  rendered  almost  worthless  for  the 
reason  that  the  cartridges  sent  along 
with  them  were  of  too  large  a  calibre  to 
be  used.  A  shift  was  made,  however, 
by  recasting  and  "  swedging  "  the  balls, 
to  use  such  portions  as  were  not  wasted 
in  that  process. 

Col.   Sibley,  in   this   dilemma,    with 
worthless   guns  fur  his  good  cartridges, 
and  with  wrong-sized  cartridges  for  his 
good  guns,  waited   in  St.  Peter  in  daily 
expectation  of  supplies  of  ammunition 
which  had  been  promised  him,  until  his 
patience  was  exhausted :  when  on  Tues- 
day, the  26th  of  August,  he  moved   his 
command  for  Fort   Ridgley.     He  made 
his  march   with   only  ten  rounds  in    the 
cartridge    boxes  of  his  men,  and    these 
were   supplied    by  ciisting  wrong-sized 
balls  which  had  unfortunately  been  furn- 
ished him.     These  ten    rounds,  any  one 
knows,  would    not   have  sufficed    for  as 
many  minutes    firing  ;    and    he    ran    an 
unjustifiable  risk    in     marching   toward 
the  enemv  in  that  cordition. 

Ca}].  Sibley  arrived  with  his  men  and 
ten  rounds,  on  Thursday  afternoon,  and 
it  was  not  until  Saturday  afternoon,  the 
30th  August,  that  further  supplies  of 
ammunition  reached  him.  Ho  then  re- 
ceived 46,000  cartridges;  but  upon  ex- 
amination, 22,000  of  these  were  found, 
as  before,  of  loo  large  a  calibre  for  his 

We  left  his   encampmeut,  near   Fort 
Ridgley,  on  Sunday,  the  31st,  at   which 
time  th  t  men   were    trying    with  their 
imperfect  facilities,  to  recast    the   over- 
sized balls,  and  orders  were  out  to  march 
on  the   succeeding   day.     We   presume 
this  was  done;    but  we   presume   also, 
that  if  done,  it  was  an  unwarrantable  and 
unmilitary  proceeding  on  the  part  of  Col. 
Sibley.     For   he  could  not  have   had, 
taking  into  account  the  wastage  involved 
in  making  over  his  cartridges,  more  than 
about  forty   rounds   to  a  man".    Thirty 
minutes'  fighting,  of  ordinary  briskness, 
would  suffice  to   empty  every  cartridge 
b«x,  and    with   no   reserve   supply,  bis 
men  would  have  nothing   to  depend  up- 
on  but  their   bayonets  or   their  legs; 
either  of  which    would   amount   to  but 
little  against   Indians  fully  armed,  abun- 
dantly  supplied  with   ammunition,  and 
splendidly  mounted  on  the  picked  horses 
of  the  frontier. 

These  are  facts.  We  charge  no  blame 
at  present,  nor  do  we  wish  to  insinuate 
any.  We  merely  say,  in  view  of  them, 
that  Col.  Sibley  is  not  obnoxious  to  cens- 
ute  by  reason  of  delay  ;  but  that  if 
blame  attaches  to  him  on  any  account 
it  is  that  he  has  moved  into  the  field  be- 
fore he  was  prepared  for  even  a  skir- 
mish, much  less  for  a  battle. 

Having  been  in  a  condition  to  /eel 

and  fully  appreciate   the   disheartening 
results  of  Col.  Sibley's  delay,  in  reliev- 
ing the  little  band  of  men  at  Fort  Ridg- 
ley—after   learning   that  he  had    been 
resting  near  four  days  with  his  command 
within  hearing  of  the  guns  of  the  Fort— 
and  liaving  commented  upon  these  things 
in  common   with   every  other  citizen  cf 
the  State,  we  suppose   we  are   incladed 
among  those  who  are  classed   as  enter- 
Uining    "foolishly    grounded    expecta- 
tions "  of  Col.  Sibley's   ability   to  make 
a  rapid  and  successful  campaign  against 
the  savages  on  the  frontier. 

When  the  writer  avers  that  the  Col- 
onel "  ran  an  unjustifiable  risk  "  in  go- 
ing to  the  relief  of  the  Fort  with  only 
ten  rounds  of  cartridges — making  ten 
thousand  rounds  for  the  infantry,  while 
three  hundred  cavalrymen  were  at  least 
decently  well  supplied,  he  simply  states 
an  absurdity.  There  was  no  time  du- 
ring the  besie^ement — not  even  during 
the  heaviest  engagement — but  such  a 
body  of  men  could  have  cut  their  way 
into  the  Fort ;  while   the  impression  is 


from  the   field   without  their   making  a 
stand. 

Ti;efew  ladies  in  the  Fort— among 
them  Mrs.  Muller,  formerly  of  thi«  city, 
and  the  lady  of  Mr.  Joseph   Reynolds, 
of  Shakopee— who,  aside   from  hospital 
and  other  duties  madeaome  two  or  three 
thousand   cartridges   in  as  many  days, 
will  laugh  at   the   statement  that  each 
soldier  could  not  re-fix   forty  rounds  of 
cartridges   in  three  or   four  days'  time 
without  a  wastage  of  three  fourths  of  the 
material. 

We  give  the  Colonel  the  benefit  of 
the  explanation,  which  may  prove  en- 
tirely satisfactory  to  those  whose  lives 
were  not  imperiled  during  the  long  days 
of  delay.

CAUSES    OF  TEE    WAR 


JTumber  of  Sioux  Indian  Wmr- 
run's. 


PROPER  MEABURK8  TO  Bl  ADOPTED. 


EdiUrrs  of  the  Preu  : 

it  is  time  for  the  people  of  Minnesota 
to  inquire  into  the  causes  of  the  terrible 
Indian  war  in  which  we  are  engaged,  and 
how  it  may  be  more  speedily  and  happi- 
ly terminated.  I  write  to  give  you  tne 
views  of  one  well  acquainted  with  the 
Indians,  and  the  country  which  they  oc- 
cupy. 

The  primary  cause  wai  Vhe  utter  i.eg- 
lect  of  our  Government   to  punish  the 
Spirit    Lake   murderers.       Inkpaduta's 
party  murdered  upwards  of  forty  per- 
sons, and  took  an  immense  spoil,  with- 
out losing  a  single  life.       For   this  our 
Government  never  inflicted  any    punish- 
ment on  them.       All  that  was  done  on 
the  occasion  was  calculated  to  make  the 
Sioux  think  that  our  soldiers  were  nei- 
ther able  nor  willing  to  fight  them,  and 
that  robbery  and  murder  is  a  very  easy 
way  of  getting  goods  ;    and  it  was  dis- 
tinctly   announced    in    the    Minnesota 
Times  that  our  frontiers  never  could  be 
safe  while  those  murderers  were  unpun- 
ished. 

The  great  sufferings  which  the  Sioux 
have  endured  in  consequence  of  the  pay- 
ments not  being  made  at  the  proper 
time,  and  the  prevalent  opinion  among 
them  that  they  have  been  defrauded  of  a 
large  part  of  what  was  their  due,  has  em- 
bittered the  feelings  of  many  against  our 
countrv,  and  the  recent  call  for  volun- 
teers, taking  away,  as  they  supposed,  ev- 
ery  man  capable  of  bearing  arms,  caus- 
ed the  attack  to  be  made  just  when  it 


of  the  expedition. 

Now,  the  way  to  britig  this  w»r  to» 
speedy  and  happy  termination,  iato  »BBd 
a  sufficient  fbrtM  up  tbe  Mtnneaoto  RiVer 
from  Fort  Ridgley  to  the  frrtbest  ii^Md 
in  Lao  Traversa  on  wlmb  tka  DatMabm 
plant,  drivmg  all  before  them,  and  as 
they  return  destroying  all  theoofa'and 

r^tatoes  generally.     In  Myiog  drire  all, 
mean  all  wbo  oppose.    Tbe  iMNttl^  Ih-- 
dians  will  fight  or  flae.      The  fnmMy 
Indians  may  flee  also,  bot  some  of  Iherft' 
will  probably  renuun   near  their  fields 
and  join  the  army.     Afl  sneh  should  be 
treated  kindly,  and   brought  with  our 
army   on   its  return,  to  the  frontiers, 
where  they  ought  to  be  sobMited'  da- 
ring the  winter,  as  they  will  be  tbe  bast 
kind  of  picket  guard   to  give  "otisiBof 
the  approach  of  hostile  Indians,     llie 
latter  being  driven   from  ^  Minnesota 
Valley,  and  their  oor«  dastH>ywJ,they 
cannot  subsist  anywhere  during  tlia  win- 
ter, within  striking  diatanceof  thaihHit- 
iers,  and  most  of  them  will   probaMy 
starve   to   death   before  spring.      Any 
who  survive  will   be  glad  of  peace  on 
anyt^rms.  ^

Like  the  people  of  the  South,  they  had 
been  planning  and  threatening  for  years, 
but  we  could  not  believe  they  would  be- 
gin a  war  which  must  end  in  their  ruin. 
In  other  respects  it  resembles  the  South- 
ern conspiracy. 

It  is  geiieral —  probably  including  the 
active,  daring,  unprincipled  young  men 
of  every  village  ;  and  the  many  who  are 
not  iu  favor  of  it,  have  not  courage  or 
strength  to  oppose  these,  and  now  those 
who  were  at  first  averse  to,  will  soon 
heartily  join  in  the  war. 

In  war,  it  is  alwaysimportantto  know 
the  strength  of  the  foe  with   whom  we 
have  to  contend.      The  Lower  Sioux, 
M'dewakantons  and  Wahpehkutehs.  ex- 
clusive of   half-breeds,   number    about 
2,000  souls,  and  may  furnish  a  little  up- 
wards of  600  men  and   boys  capable  of 
carrying  a  gun,  if  all  engage  heartily  in 
the  war,  which  is  very  improbable.    The 
Lower  Sissitons,  including   the  bands  of 
Red -Iron,  Sleepy-Eyes,   White- Lodge 
and  Rolling-Moccasin,  do  not  exceed  200 
men  all   told,  of   whom   probably   less 
than  150  have  guns ;    making,  with  tbe 
above,  less  than  800  deer   hunters,  well 
armed  ;  and  for  a  fight  where  they  choose 
the  ground,  more  than  equal  to  any  like 
number  of  men  that  we  can  send  against 
them.     All  the  murders  perpetrated  this 
side  of    Lac  qui    Parle,   were    by  the 
above. 

The  Wahpethton  number  in  all  about 
lOOO  souls,  and  less  than  300  men,  of 
7,  hom  at  least  one  third,  perhaps  one- 
half,  including  the  Christian  and  civil- 
ized Indians,  are  utteriy  averse  to  the 
war,  and  more  disposed  to  help  than  to 
hurt  us.  Many  of  the  remainder  have 
no  guns,  or  very  inferior  ones,  and  be- 
ing little  accustomed  to  deer  hunting, 
few  of  them  are  good  marksmen.  We 
will  count  them  as  equal  to  150  of  our 
militia. 

The  Upper  Sissitons,  including  all  the 
remaining  annuity  Sioux,  a  little  exceed 
2000  souls ;  but  as  there  is  among  them 
a  very  large  proportion  of  children,  the 
number  of  men  capable  of  bearing  arms 
is  less  than  600,  not  more  than  half  of 
whom     probably    have    guns.      These 
have  suffered  more  from  neglect  to  pay 
them  at  the  proper  time  than  ivny  others, 
yet  I  think  many  of  them  are  averse  to 
the  war ;  but  supposing   they  all  join  in 
it,  the  whole  number  of  warriors  of  the 
annuity  Sioux  will  be  1500,  requiring  at 
least  an   equal   number   on  our  side  to 
meet  them. 

In  addition  to  these,  the  various  bands

shot  our  pickets,  burnt  theee  bridges  on 
the  Chattanooga  railroad,  from  six  to 
nine  miles  from  Nashville,  imd  captured, 
disarmed  and  paroled  the  bridge  guards, 
nearly  one  hundred  men.  For  several 
davs  and  ni^jhts  the  streets  of  Nashville 
were  barricaded  with  army  wagons  and 
cotton  bales,  but  the  rebels  did  not  enter 
the  city  to  receive  the  attention  <»f  friends 
or  foes  ;  although  both  parties  were  aiix 
ious  to  give  them  a  good  reception. 

Early  on  the  morning  of  Tuesday,  the 
12th  of  this  month,  a  part  of  Morgan's 
force  captured  about  150  of  our  men  at 
Gallatin,  on  tho  Louisville  and  Nashville 
railroad,  thirty  miles  north  of  this  city. 
They  also  took  some  seventy  horses,  and 
destroyed   a   number  of  railroad    cars.

Yesterday  a  battle  was  fought  near 
Gallatin,  between  1,200  of  our  cjivnlry, 
— being  portions  of  the  5th  Kentucky, 
7th  Pennsylvania  and  2d  Indiana  civalry 
regiments,  commanded  by  Gen.  Johnson 
— and  a  rebel  cavalry  force  said  to  be 
4,000  strong.  Our  cavalry  were  dcfeat- 
e«J  and  about  700  of  them  taken  prison- 
ers, including  Gen.  Johnson.  1  obtained 
these  facts  from  some  of  the  fugitives 
who  reached  Nashville  by  way  of  Leba- 
non. 

The  soldiers  of  the  Union  here  are  not 
in  tho  least  disheartened.  Our  uiggers 
are  working  as  no  slaves  ever  worked  to 
fortify  Nashville,  and  we  expect  to  de- 
fend it.  We  want  to  see  our  northern 
brethren  here  in  hundreds  of  thousands 
— enough  to  overrun  the  country  and 
hold  it,  ana  make  victory  sure.

Nashvillk,  Tenn.,  Aug.  28,  1802. 
I  wrote  you  a  short  letter  on  the  22d 
which  I  suppose  is  still  lying  in  the  Nash- 
ville post  otfice.  We  had  no  mail  Irom 
Louisville  for  two  weeks,  and  we  nei- 
ther receive  telegraphic  dispatches  nor 
army  supplies.  An  attempt  was  nade  to 
maintaiu  communication  by  way  of  the 
Edfjefield  and  Kentucky,  and  the  Mem-

Songs,"  while  working  a-  men  only  work 
for  life  or  liberty.  So  many  men  work- 
ing with  so  much  earnestness,  and 
so  much  apparent  joyousncss  and 
hope,  was  a  most  Inspiring  scene.  They 
are  -crazy  for  guns.  They  have  officers 
of  their  own  from  captains  down  to  cor- 
porals. Some  of  them  wear  sergeant's 
swords,  and  some  saber  bayonets.  The 
officers  are  very  diligent  and  the  men 
obt-dient.  One  night  lately  when  an  at- 
tack was  expected,  they  were  set  to  chop- 
pii..j  down  trees  to  obstruct  the  roads. 
Some  held  lights  while  others  chopped, 
and  thev  slew  the  timber  like  Si.  Croix 
lumber-men.  They  say  if  we  have  a 
battle,  they  will  use  their  axes,  picks  and 
spades  until  they  can  arm  themselves 
with  the  guns  of  the  slain.  The  poor, 
despised  slaves  assist  us  every  way  they 
can,  and  would  shed  their  blood  with  us 
if  they  were  permitted,  while  the  petted 
Indians  take  advantage  of  our  troubles 
to  murder  our  women  and  children. 

Some  one  got  to  Nashville  with  a  few 
Louisville  papers  of  last  Monday,  which 
told  us  of  the  terrible  massacres  in 
Minnesota.  I  read  tho  terrible  story 
with  tears.  My  heart  aches  yet  as  I 
think  of  it. 

1  must  close  my  hasty  letter.  The 
great  armies  of  freedom  in  Tennessee 
and  Virginia  are  falling  back  before  the 
powerful  and  determined  foes  of  our  na- 
tionality. This  is  surely  tho  darkest  pe- 


lied  River  bridge,  and  the  Ciipture  of 
our  guards  at  that  place,  100  in  number, 
by  500  guerrillas,  prevent  the  trains 
from  reaching  Bowling  Green  by  that 
route.

ty  and  confidence  with  the  citizens  of 
this  State,  a  friendship  running  back  for 
more  than  a  generation  of  traders  and 
trappers.  The  depredations  often  com- 
mitted by  individuals,  even  the  murder- 
ous raid  of  Ink-p.t-du-ta's  band,  at  Spirit 
Lake,  in  1857,  which  was  openly  dis- 
countenanced by  the  tribe  at  large,  did 
uot  disturb  this  general  feeling  of  confi- 
dence in  our  Indian  neighbors. 

In  return  for  their  lands,  once  compris- 
ing a  large  part  of  Minnesota,  but  whicli 
they  had  voluntarily  relinquished  to  the 
United  States  by  treaty,  a  home  had 
been  given  them  in  the  western  part  of 
the  State,  and  munificent  provisions  made 
for  their  comfort,  education  and  reclama- 
tion to  civilized  pursuits.  Missions  and 
schools  had  been  founded  among  them. 
Numbers  of  our  fellow-citizens  and  their 
families  had  long  dwelt  among  them 
from  motives  of  benevolence  or  gain,  to 
instruct  them  in  the  arts  and  duties  of 
civilization,  or  engaged  in  tiic  pursuits  of 
peaceful  industry.  White  traders  had 
married  Sioux  women,  and  their  off- 
spring formed  a  link  of  sympathy  be- 
tween the  races.  Numbers  of  Sioux,  on 
the  other  hand,  had  adopted  the  dress  and 
customs  of  civilization  ;  lived  in  houses 
and  cultivated  farms. 

Prosperous  and  happy  settlements  had 
grown  up  around  and  near  this  mixed 
community,  with  whose  inhabitants  the 
Indians  mingled  in  daily  and  friendly  in- 
tercourse. 

Even  tho  occasional  menaces  and  blus- 
tering demonstrations  which  sometimes 
arose  when  they  were  congregated  in 
large  numbers  at  the  Agency,  had  never 
been  regarded  by  thcGovernment  officers 
with  serious  apprehension,  and  a  compa- 
ny of  United  States  soldiers  stationed  at 
Fort  Uidgley  for  the  purpose,  had  al- 
ways been  sufficient  to  maintain  order. 
But  on  this  occasion  the  force  had  been 
augmented  by  an  additional  half  a  com- 
pany at  the  request  of  the  Agent. 

A  few  weeks  previous  to  the  outbreak, 
a  menacing  demonstration  of  this  kind 
had  occurred  at  the  Upper  Agency,  where 
the  Indians  had  prcmhturely  assembled 
in  large  numbers  in  anticipation  of  the 
payment  of  their  annuities,  but  which  on 
account  of  the  tardy  Jippropriatiors  by 
Congress,  had  been  unusually  deloyeu. 
But  this  disturbance  had  bc<i'.i  promptly 
allayed  by  the  exurtious  of  the  Indian 
Agent,  Mr.  Galbraith,  and  the  Indians 
hill  been  sent  a\vay  to  flieir  villages  ap- 
parently satisfied  with  his  assurance  that 
the  money  would  soon  be  received, 
when  they  should  be  sent  for.  So  assur- 
ed was  Mr.  Galbralth  of  their  pacific 
disposition  so  unsuspecting  of  any  po;si 
bie  danger  of  a  hostile  outbreak,  that 
leaving  his  family  iu  their  midst,  at  Yel- 
low Medicine,  he  had,  on  the  Friday 
(the  loth  of  August)  before  the  revolt, 
started  from  lledwood  with  a  company 
of  recruits,  and  was  on  his  way  to  Fort 
Siielling,  when  he  was  recalled  by  the  in- 
telligence of  a  general  massacre  of  the 
whites  on  the  reservation. 

The  blow  indeed  had  fallen  with  ap- 
palling suddenness. 

On  the  17th  of  August,  four  niiscrc- 
ants,  it  is  said  of  Little  Six's  band,  made 
their  appearance  at  Acton,  Meeker  coun- 
ty, where  they  murdered  a  family  of  six 
persons.  The  assassins  fled  to  Red 
Wood,  where  fearful  of  being  delivered 
up  to  punishment,  they  may  have  sought 
their  own  safety  by  instigating  a  general 
revolt.  Perhaps  this  was  but  the  first 
step  in  the  development  of  a  partial  con- 
spiracy— comprising  one  or  more  bands. 
At  any  rate,  their  bloody  example,  and 
incendiary  arguments  concurring  with 
previous  causes  of  disaffection,  the  de- 
fenseless slate  of  the  white  inhabitants, 
aud  tho  templing  prospect  of  plunder 
from  the  well-stored  warehouses,  seems 
to  have  fired  the  slumbering  mine  of  hate 
and  treachery  so  long  masked  under  an 
appearance  of  friendship.  The  sanguina- 
ry contagi(Jii  spread  from  band  to  band, 
and  the  morning  of  tho  18th,  in  a  mo- 
ment, without  a  word  or  sign  of  warn- 
ing, without  preconcert  on  their  part,  or 
provocation  on  ours,  all  the  innate  feroci- 
ty of  this  savage  race  was  let  loose  at 
once  on  the  unsuspecting  white  inhabit- 
ants, and  men,  women  and  children  were 
involved  in  an  indiscriminate  and  awful 
massacre.  A  force  of  forty-five  .soldiers 
which  had  been  sent  up  from  Fort  Ridg- 
ley,  on  the  first  rumor  of  disturbance,  ar- 
rived only  to  be  atUicked  in  ambush  and 
half  their  number,  with  their  leader, 
slain.  The  horrible  work  of  murder, 
pillage  and  devastation  begun  at  Red 
Wood  was  swiftly  extended  throughout 
the  Sioux  Reservation,  and  the  adjacent 
settlements  where  the  families,  living  in 
isolated  habitations  at  considerable  dis- 
tances rpart,  afforded  an  easy  prey  to  tho 
skulking  toe.  Hundreds  of  every  age 
and  sex  perished  by  the  hands  of  these  re- 
morseless butchers. 

Hundreds  who  narrowly  escaped,  fled 
to  Fort  Ridgley,  New  Ulm,  St.  Petei, 
and  other  towns  for  protection,  and  the 
fearful  tidings  which  they  bore  spread 
universal  consternation  among  the  people. 
Tens  of  thousands,  including  many  far 
from  the  scene  of  danger,  fled  with  their 
families  from  this  sudden,  unseen,  and 
stealthy  foe,  against  whom  all  ordinary 
precautions  seemed  vain,  leaving  their 
crops  to  perish  in  the  fields,  and  their 
property  to  pillage.  The  towns  and  cities 
could  scarcely  afford  even  shelter  to  this 
crowd  of  frightonod  fugitives. 

When  the  first  vague  news  of  tho  re- 
volt at  Redwood  was  received  on  the  eve 
ping  of  tho  19th,  I  hastened  immediately 
to  Fort  Snclling,  and  ordered  four  com- 
panies of  the  6ih  Regiment,  which  had 
just  buen  organized,  to  march  at  once  to 
iho  scene  of  reported  disturbances,  aud 
Hou.  H.  H.  Sibley,  whose  residence  of 


thirty  years  on  the  frontier,  and  intimate 
familiarity  with  the  Indian  ch'iracter  and 
modes  of  warfare,  indicated  a  special  fit- 
ness for  the  service,  was  designated  to  the 
command. 

On  the  21st,  when  authentic  informa- 
tion of  the  extent  and  character  of  the 
outbreak  was  first  received, accompanied 
with  the  announcement  that  New  Ulm 
had  been  attacked  in  force,  and  Fort 
Ridgley  belcagured,  another  force  of  sev- 
en comf  anies  was  instantly  sent  forward 
under  Col.  Crooks,  with  orders  to  report 
to  Col.  Sibley.  At  the  same  time  mount- 
ed volunteers  were  called  upou,  by  pro- 
clamation, to  join  the  force  moving  up 
the  Minnesota  Valley.  This  call  was 
responded  to  with  generous  alacrity  by 
about  500  mounted  citizens. 

While  these  bodies  were  moving  up 
the  Valley,  companies  of  mounted  men 
and  infantry  were  sent  as  rapidly  as  they 
could  be  raised  and  equipped,  for  the 
protection  of  the  sparsely  settled  districts 
of  country  lying  north  and  south  of  the 
scene  of  the  Sioux  depredations  on  the 
Minnesota  river,  which  seemed  to  be  ex- 
posed to  incursions  of  marauding  parlies 
from  that  quarter. 

In  the  meantime  the  ChipjK'was  had 
assumed  a  threatening  attitude,  for  reas- 
sons  not  now  distinctly  understood,  but 
whieh,  from  its  conjuncture  with  the 
Sioux  raid,  gave  rise,  at  the  moment,  to 
a  wide-spread  apprehension  that  thesfi  in- 
veterate enemies  had  buried  the  hatchet 
in  a  league  against  the  whites.  The  Chip- 
pewa agent,  Mr.  Walker,  having  failed 
in  an  attempt  to  arrest  the  Chief,  Hole- 
in-the-day,  fled  to  Fort  Ripley,  under  an 
impression  that  a  general  massacre  was 
to  be  attempted. 

la  consequence  of  this  threatening  dis- 
position, the  citizens  of  various  exposed 
localities  on  the  Chippewa  border  were 
as  far  as  possible  supplied  with  arms  and 
ammunition,  and  detachments  of  troops, 
including  companies  of  mounted  citizens, 
were  sent  for  the  protection  of  the  St. 
Croix,  Rum  river  and  Upper  Mississippi 
Valleys.  Four  companies  were  sent  to 
Fort  Ripley,  where  the  Commissioner  of 
ludiuo  Affairs,  Mr.  Dole,  who  had  come 
to  the  State  for  the  purpose  1,1  efTectinga 
trcn.ty  with  the  Chippewas  of  R.-d  Lake, 
undertook  the  task  of  restoring  order 
among  this  tribe. 

No  depredations,  however,  have  as  yet 
been  committed  by  the  Chippewas,  and  if 
they  ever  entertained  any  hostile  inten- 
tions, which  is  doubtful,  it  i.«  likely  that 
the  efforts  of  Commissioner  Dole,  backed 
by  the  ample  preparations  made  to  en- 
force his  authority,  will  be  sufficient  to 
ensure  their  quiet. 

The  outbreak  of  the  Sioux  occurred  at 
a  time  when  we  were  little  prepared  in 
many  respects  to  meet  so  sudden  an 
emergency.  Fortunately,  we  had  just 
raised  a  ccHisiderable  part  of  the  new  lev- 
ies ordered  by  tho  President.  But  most 
t)f  these  were  farmers  taken  from  the 
thick  of  the  pending  harvest,  and  had  en- 
listed on  the  promise  of  a  furlough  to 
the  first  of  September  to  secure  their 
crops,  and  so  large  a  part  of  the  volun- 
teers were  absent  at  tho  time,  that  the 
forces  sent  had  to  be  made  up  of  frag- 
mer.ts  of  different  companies  and  regi- 
ments. 

A  still  more  serious  embarrassment 
was  felt  at  tho  outset  fron\  tho  want  of 
arms  and  ammunition.  Application  was, 
however,  immediately  made  by  telegraph 
to  Washington,  St.  Louis,  and  tho  Gov- 
ernors of  adjoining  States,  and  in  addi- 
tion to  supplies  received  from-  regular 
sources,  I  am  much  indebted  to  the  Gov- 
ernor of  Wisconsin  fur  a  prompt  re- 
sponse to  my  request  for  cartridges. 

The  occasion  also  revealed  a  very  sur-^ 
prising  and  unexpected  deficiency  of  fire- 
arms and  ammunition  among  tur  fron- 
tier settlers.  Nothing  more  strongly 
shows  the  feeling  of  security  among  the 
people,  aiM?  the  great  change  in  this  re- 
■speet  from  the  frt>ntier  habits  of  twenty 
or  thirty  years  ago,  than  the  fact  that 
guns  o(  any  sort,  it  is  said,  were  not  to 
be  found  in  one-third  of  the  houses.  The 
deficiency  was  made  up  as  much  as  pos- 
sible by  such  arms  as  we  could  furnish, 
and  by  supplies  of  ammunition  purchas- 
ed here. 

The  urgent  necessity  for  the  prompt 
and  speedy  conveyance  of  troops  and 
supplies  to  threatened  points,  and  tho 
want  of  regular  means  of  transportation, 
made  it  necessary  to  authorize  the  im- 
pressment of  horses  and  teams,  which 
were  in  general  willingly  yielded  and 
often  volunteered  by  their  owners  for 
the  purpose,  in  all  cases  to  their  great 
inconvenience,  and  often  to  their  dam- 
age, though  at  stipulated  rates  of  com- 
pensation. 

Certain  persons  were  also  commission- 
ed to  raise  detachments  of  mounted  men 
for  special  and  instant  service,  and  were 
.authorized  under  certain  restrictions  to 
impress  horses.  The  emergency  which 
made  it  necessary  to  resort  to  this  meas- 
ure, having  passed,  and  learning  that  the 
authority  given  was  sometimes  abused, 
or  taken  advantage  of  by  unauthorized 
parties, — these  orders  have  generally 
been  revoked.  I  trust  that  you  will 
provide  the  requisite  compensation  for 
the  parties  whose  property  has  been  im- 
pressed for  the  public  service,  and  there 
can  be  no  doubt  that  necessary  expendi- 
tures under  this  head  will  be  ultimately  j 
reimbursed  by  tho  General  Govern-: 
mcut,  in  whoso  behalf  they  were  incur-  i 
red. 

Our  new  volunteers,  though  brave,  are  ! 
as  yet  incxpcrienoed,  and  in  othc  re- ' 
spects  ill  prepared  for  the  active  service  : 
into  which  they  have  been  ordered.  The  i 
want  of  disciplined  troops  being  early  i 
felt,  the  Third  Minnesota,  then  on  parole  > 
at  St.  Louis,  was  at  my  request  ordered  ' 


t*)  report  here.  They  arrived  ou  tbc4th 
inst.,  and  were  instantly  dispatched  un- 
der Major  Welch  lo  the  scene  of  Uoslil- 
ities. 

In  the  mean  time  the  progresa  of  tlie 
Indians  appwu-ed  to  bo  checked. 

On  the  24th  of  August,  New  Ulait,  in- 
to which  a  body  of  citizens  under  Judgt* 
Flandrau,  had  thrown  theiiiselves  for  the 
protection  of  its  inhabitants,  was  reliev- 
ed by  a  detachment  of  Col.  Sibley  *d 
troops,  af\er  having  bravely  fought  and 
repulsed  the  enemy  in  a  severe  battl«  on 
the  preceding  day.  The  plac«  was  then 
evacuated  in  order  to  convey  the  women 
and  children  who  had  fled  thence  for  ref- 
uge, to  the  number  of  2000,  to  a  place  of 
permanent  s;xfety. 

On  the  5<)th  ultimo  Fort  Ridgley 
was  relieved  by  a  volunteer  force 
of  mounted  citizens,  under  Lieuteuaut 
Colonel  MePhail,  sent  forward  by 
Col.  Sibley,  who  arrived  next  day  with 
his  whole  force. 

They  found  the  brave  little  g«rrion 
nearly  exhausted  with  the  labors  and 
vigils  which  they  had  undergoncin  their 
heroic  defense  of  that  weak  post  tor  a  pe- 
riod of  nine  days,  during  which  they  had 
sustained  and  repulsed  three  severai  des- 
perato  attacks  iu  force.  A  number  of 
brave  men  fell  in  these  encounters. 

While  in  this  direction,  the  Indians 
appeared  to  be  retreating  before  our 
forces,  news  came  on  tho  27th,  that  the 
settlers  at  Breckinridge,  on  tho  Red  Riv- 
er, had  been  massacred,  and  that  Fort 
Abercroinbio  was  seriously  la.'naced. — 
To  two  companies  of  infantry  already 
on  the  march  for  the  protection  of  set- 
tlements in  that  quarter,  two  more  wcrA 
now  added. 

On  Sept.  3d,  Capt.  Slrout's  company 
was  unexpectedly  attacked  by  L50  Indi- 
ans at  Cedar  City,  in  McLcod  county, 
and  retreated  to  Hutchiuaon,  which-  had 
been  fortified.  An  attack  was  ii.ade  at 
the  same  time  on  Forest  Oity,  which  had 
also  been  fortified  by  the  citizens,  and 
was  repulsed  by  them.  It  was  renewed 
again  at  Hutchinson,  a  few  daya  after, 
and  repulsed.  Their  depredations  bad< 
now  extended  through  the  whole  eount- 
try  west  of  Forest  City,  and  many  per- 
sons were  murdered,  and  muclk property 
destroyed.  Reinforcements  oa  the  vfay 
to  this  district,  at  the  time  of  these  oc- 
eurrences,  have  since  been  distribojed- 
at  various  poinls  in  and  beyond  the  set- 
tlements, and  a  portioBof  the  Third  reg- 
iment, as  soon  as  it  arrived,  was  dis- 
patched in  that  direction. 

Intelligence  was  also  received  that  the 
raid  had  ex'.ended  into  Jackson  aud  ad- 
jacent coiHrtii'S  on  the  Iowa  border. 

The  troops  for  the  protection  of  the 
southwestern  frontier,  in  the  meantime, 
were  placed  in  charge  of  Col.  Flandrau, 
whose  energetic  defense  of  New  Ulm^ 
had  proved  high  capabilities  for  the  ser- 
vice. Troops  were  fbrv.arded  to  him  as 
rapidly  as  they  could  bo  rais- 
ed and  equipped,  and  be  has  now  un- 
der his  command  a  force  of  about  50o 
men,  which  in  an  emergency  can 
be  largely  reinibrccd  from  the  citizens 
in  the  vicinity. 

All  the  arms  and  ammaniiion   not  in 
the  hands  of  troops  in  active  aervice, 
which  could  be  obtained  from  any  quar- 
ter have  been  distributed   as  soon  ae  re- 
ceived to  the  citizens  of  every  locality 
which  seemed  co  be  in  dian^er.  By  these 
prccatitions  and  the  distributioa  of  bod- 
ies of  troops  at  short  distances  apart,  our 
whole  Indian  border,  along   the  line  of 
the  Chippewacountry,  from  Cbengwata- 
na,  in    tho  St.  Croix    valley,    to  Crow 
Wing,  on  the  Mississippi,  and  thence  to 
Foit  Abcrcrombie,  on  Red   River,  and 
all    along     tho     fr^nter    exposed     to 
Sioux  depredations,  from    the  Sauk  val- 
ley, southward,  via  Fort  Ridgley  to  the 
Iowa  line,  has  been  put  in  a  posture  of 
defense,  as  far  as   defense  is  practicable 
against  these  secret  and  skulking  marau- 
ders, over  such  a  vast  extent  of  country, 
with  the   small  number   of  troOps   and- 
still  smaller  supplies  of  war  material  at 
our  disposal. 

Two  thousand  one  hundred  aud  fifty 
troops,  and  several  hundred  irregular 
mounted  men  are  now  scattered  along 
this  extensive  lino,  and  there  have  been 
issued  to  citizens  1,056  stand  of  Arms,  3, 
175  pounds  of  powder,  1,200  pounds  of 
lead,  and  88  sacks  of  shot. 

These  dispositions  wero  at  first  made 
chiefly  with  a  view  to  the  immediate  se- 
curity of  the  lives  and  property  of  our 
frontier  settlers,  to  restore  that  confi- 
dence throughout  our  western  and  north- 
ern Counties,  which  was-  necessary  to 
save  the  crops  from  destruction,  and  to 
support  the  citizens  in  measures  of  self- 
defense. 

Perhaps  it  will  be  necessary,  in  order 
to  prevent  the  depopulati<*n  of  these  por- 
tions of  the  country,  to  maintain  small 
bodies  of  troops  there  for  some  time  t».» 
come. 

Iu  the  meanwhile  no  ncctvisary  prepa- 
rations have  been  neglected  for  the  pur- 
suit and  chastisement  of  the  Sioux. 

Col.  Sibley — with  a  force  of  liiOO  men 
at  Fort  Ri(fgley,  a  small  body  of  mount- 
ed men,  and  several  pieces  of  artillery, 
all  we  have — has  the  direction  of  offens- 
ive operatoas ;  v.'bich  he  has  been  iu- 
structod  to  carry  on  with  all  possible 
vigor  and  despatch. 

He  is,  however,  as  yet  very  deficient 
in  cavalry,  the  large  force  of  mounted 
citizens  who  generously  aocoraponicd 
him  for  the  relief  of  Fort  Ridgley,  hav- 
ing disbanded  when  that  object  was  at- 
tained, with  tho  exception  of  about  nine- 
ty men. 

A  large  organized  body  of  cavalry  wa« 
considered  indispensable  for  an  effective 
compaign,  and  at  my  urgent  reqtteatat- 
trr  maav  delav .«,  the  Fr'^sidcu'  ba::  bcrr.

strengthened  by  the  dangers  that  assail 
it,  aiKd  under  the  lilcssing  of  the  God  of 
oui  J'athers,  we  may  hope  soon  to  bo  en- 
abled to  contribute  as  heretofore  i<>  itfl 
preservation  now  and  to,  its  continuance 
through  the  ages  yet  to  come.

The  property  destroyed  or  car.ied  off

Some  years  ago  Sir  Charles  Napier 
gave  the  following  advice  to  a  British 
regiment  in  Calcutta,  which  is  just  as  ap- 
plicable to  our  soldiers  In  the  South  : 

Let  me  give  you  a  bit  of  advice:  that 
is,  don't  drink.  I  know  that  young  men 
do  not  think  much  advice  from  old  men. 
They  put  their  tongue  in  their  cheek,  and 
think  that  they  know  a  g<x)d  deal  better 
than  the  old  cove  that  is  giving  them 
advice.  But  let  me  tell  you  that  you 
have  come  to  a  country  where  if  you 
drink,  you  are  a  dead  man. 

If  yon  be  sober  and  steady,  you'll  get 
on  well ;  but  if  you  drink,  you  are  done 
for.  You  will  either  be  invalid  or  die. 
I  knew  two  regiments  in  this  country  ; 
one  drank,  the  other  didn't  drink.  The 
one  that  did  drink  has  been  all  but  de- 
stroyed. I  know  there  are  some  men 
who  will  drink  in  spite  of  their  officers, 
but  such  men  will  soon  be  in  the  hospi- 
tal, and  very  few  in  this  country  that  go 
in  ever  come  out  again. 


The  Death  of  Geueral  Reiio. 

From  the  Pione«r  and  Dumocrat. 

The  death  of  the  "  able  and  gallant " 
Brigadier-General  Jesse  L.  Reno,  in  the 
battle  of  Sunday,  is  a  national  misfor- 
tune, as  he  was  universally  conceded  to 
be  one  of  the  most  promising  oflSccrs  in 
the  army. 

He  was  born  in  Pennsylvania  in  1825, 
graduated  at  West  POmt  in  1846,  stand- 
ing number  seven  in  his  class,  and  was 
breveted  Second  Lieutenant  of  Ordnance, 
lie  took  part  as  commander  of  a  battery 
in  the  Mexican  war,  from  the  period  of 
the  bombardment  of  Vera  Cruz  ;  and  for 
"  gallant  and  meritorious  conduct  at  the 
battle  of  Cerro  Gordo,"    was   breveted 
First  Lieutenant  April  18,  1847.       For 
bravery  on  the  battle  field  of  Chcpul to- 
pee, where  he  was  wounded,  be  was  bre- 
veted   Captain,    September    13,    1847. 
When  hostilities  ceased  he  was  appoint- 
ed Assistant    Professor  of  Mathematics 
at  West  Point  for  some  six  months,  and 
was  then  appointed    Secretary    of    the 
Board  of  Artillery  —  a  position  he  hold 
about  cightoen  months,  during  which  he 
«as  engaged  in  testing  the  relative  mer- 
Tl»  of  heavy  ordnance,  and  compiling  a 
work  on    heavy    artillery  tactics.       lie 
was  subsequently  conncccted   with   the 
Coast  Survey  service,  and   upon  with- 
drawing came  West  with  a  Corps  of  To- 
pographical  Engineers,  and   assisted  in 
the  construction  of  a  military  road  from 
the  Big  Sioux  to  St.  Paul.      He  was  en- 
gaged in  this  work  some  six  months,  and 
then  (in  1 854)  was  stationed  at  the  Frank- 
fort Arsenal,  where  he  remained  about 
three  years,  and  then  accompanied  Gen. 
Johnston  in    tlie   expedition  to   Utah  as 
ordnance  officer.     Returnir.g  in  1858,  he 
was  ordered  to  Mount  Vernon  Arsenal, 
in  Alabama,  and  was  afterwards  station- 
ed at  Fort  Leavenworth,  Kansas.       He 
was  appointed  Brigadier  General  of  Vol- 
unteers, November  12,  1861.     Ho  com- 
manded the  second  brigade  of  Burnside's 
Expedition,  and  won  distinguished   hon- 
or at  the  capture  of  Roanoke  Island,  and 
in  other  actions  in  Ntirth  Carolina.     He 
participated,  also,  we  believe,  in  the  late 
battles  before  Washington.

Wa»blnston^s  Respect  tmr- 
fioa. 

When  General  Braddock  was  buried, 
after  bis  disastrous  defeat,  Wattbington 
read  the  funeral  service  over  his  re-^ 
mains,  by  the  light  of  a  torch.  What  a 
subject  for  the  artist's  pencil !  Oa«  of 
bis  aids,  referring  to  that  period,  says 
that  "  frequently  he  knew  Col.  Waabing- 
ton  to  perform  divine  service  with  bis 
regiment,  reading  the  Scriptures  with 
them,  when  no  chaplain  could  be  had." 
Repeated  and  very  urgent  application 
was  made  to  the  Governor  to  allow  a 
chaplain,  the  officers  proposing  to  support 
him  at  their  private  expense. 

When  he  was  raised  to  the  chief  oonx' 
mand  in  the  war  of  the  Revolution,  we 
find  him  expressing,  on  several  «Kxaisiuns 
his  appreciation  of  the  value  of  the  ser- 
vices of  the  ministers  of  the  Gospel.  Ad- 
dressing Congress,  he  says,  **  1  have  long 
had  it  on  my  mind  to  nientioo  to  Cob* 
gress,  that  frequent  applieations  have 
been  made  to  me  respectiDg  chaplains' 
pay,  which  is  too  snwll  to- encourage  men 
of  abilities.  Some  of  them  who  have 
left  their  fUxiks  are  obliged  to  pay  the 
person  acting  for  them  more  Uuin  they 
receive.  I  need  not  point  out  the  great 
utility  of  gentlemen  whose  lives  and  con- 
versation are  unexceptionable,  being.«m- 
ployed  for  that  service  in  the  army.  I- 
beg  Leave  to  recommend  this  matter  to 
Congress,  whose  sentiments  beiieia  I«hall 
impatiently  expect,"  When  Congress 
had  allowed  a  ehaplain  for  each  regiment, 
he  issued  an  order  that  the  persons  so 
engaged  shoukl  be  "^  persons  of  good 
character  and  exemplary  lives,  and  that 
all  inferlof  ofiicers  and  soldiers  should 
pay  thena  suitable  respect."  The  day 
after  he  assumed  command  of  the  army, 
he  ieeued  an  order,  in  which  he  says  :  — 

"  The  General  require*  and  expects  of 
all  officers  and  soldiers  not  engaged  on 
actual  duty,  a  puuctual  attendance  on  di- 
vine service,  to  implore  the  blessing  of 
heaven  on  the  raeasores  used  for  ou» 
safety  and  defense." 

On  the  3d  of  August  we  find  the  ial" 
lowing : 

"  That  the  troops  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  attending  public  worship,  c» 
well  as  of  taking  some  rest  after  the 
great  fatigue  they  have  gone  through,  the 
General  in  future  excuses  them  from  fa- 
tigue duty  on  Sabbath,  except  at  ship- 
yards, and  on  spciiial  occasions,  till  fur- 
ther orders." 

So  desirous  was  he  that  the  exercises- 
of  religion  should  not  be  neglected,  that 
we  find    hira   issuing   the  following  or-  • 
der :

The  Bill  for  the  PoHlponemcut 
of  the  next  l!>€Mloii  Defeated. 

It  will  be  a  matter  of  great  regret  to 
the  people  of  Minnesota  that,  in  the  pres- 
ent depleted  state  t»f  our  treasury,  the 
bill  for  the  postponement  of  the  next  ses- 
sion of  the  Legislature  to  January  1864, 
after  passing  the  House  by  a  vote  of  24 
to  6,  was  rejected  after  a  close  contest  by 
the  Senate. 

The  Legislature  has  now  been  nearly 
throe  weeks  in  session.  In  one  week 
more  it  might  readily  have  disposed  of  all 
the  legislation  necessary  for  the  succeed- 
in"  year,  and  the  passage  of  this  bill 
would  thus  have  saved  the  State  the 
State  the  whole  of  the  $40,000  which 
the  next  stssion  will  cost  us.  In  the 
present  impoverished  state  of  our  peo- 
ple and  treasury,  the  action  of  the  Sen- 
ate must  be  considered  as  at  lea-»t  unfor- 
tunate. 

The  only  public  inconvenience  which 
could  have  resulted  from  the  passage  of 
the  bill  would  have  been  the  necessary 
postponement  of  the  election  of  United 
Suites  Senator  till  the  session  of  1864, 
and  this  would  not  have  been  regard- 
ed as  a  public  calamity,  and  would  not 
have  been  distasteful  to  the  people  of  the 
State.

No  compromise  with  a  set  of  scoundrels 
who  have  violated  all  former  treaty  ob- 
ligations and  murdered  our  citizens  and 
desolated  our  frontiers,  will  be  thought 
of  in  the  remotest  degree.  A  war  of

From  the  Vpper  lIIiMltMlppi. 

Chippiwa  Aoiscy,  Sep.  19,  1862. 
Alitor  «/jr«MM0«r; 

By  request  of  one  of  our  volunteers 
from  your  town,  I  will  send  you  a  few 
lines  relative  to  military  matters  con- 
nected with  this  place  for  the  past  few 
days.  Within  a  week  our  Indian  affairs 
have  assumed  a  very  marked  change  for 
the  better.  One  week  ago  to-nig 
had  sufficient  grounds  to  expect 
tack  from  the  Chippewas,  and  we  have 
since  learned  that  all  their  warriors 
came  within  half  a  mile  of  us  ;  but  the 
older  and  a  majority  of  their  chiefs,  per- 
suaded all  but  Hole-in-the-day,  with 
about  t'  irty  of  his  followers,  to  retreat 
at  1  or  2  o'clock  on  Saturday  morning, 
to  their  camp.  Hole-in-the-day  howev- 
er did  not  attack  us,  but  retreated  later 
in  the  morning  to  the  camp,  reaching  it 
about  day-break.  He  gave  as  an  ex- 
cuse for  not  attacking  us  that  it  was  wet 
and  he  was  afraid  the  guns  would  not  go 

(,ff. 

The  party  that  first  retreated,  if  we 
may  trust  their  word,  caine  as  far  as 
they  did  with  the  intention  of  informing 
us  bv  their  drurtf  and  other  noises  that 
Hole-in-the-day  was  intending  to  attack 
us.  Our  guards  heard  their  drum  beat 
and  their  hoops  from  midnight  till  morn- 
ing. Hole-in-the-day  now  affirms  that 
he  came  with  some  of  his  men  all  around 
our  camp,  and  »hat  he  himself  came  in- 
side our  guard,— that  he,  when  a  little 
outside  of  our  lines,  threw  stones  inside 
to  amuse  himself  with  the  movements  of 
our  sentinels.  There  is  no  doubt  but 
that  on  account  of  the  darkness  ot  the 
right  and  the  thick  underbrush  near,  he 
could  have  come  very  near  our  lines 
without  being  detected  by  the  guard,  but 
at  the  same  time  we  do  not  credit  his 
story.  Up  to  Friday  night  everything 
had  been  under  the  complete  control  of 
this  chief,  and  every  appearance  of  the 
Indians  was  hostile.  The  majority  of 
the  Indians  were  dissatisfied  with  the  way 
that  Hole-in  th«..d:iy  was  maneuvering, 
and  saw  the  wrong  into  which  they  had 
been  led  by  him,  and  resolutely  with- 
drew from  him,  held  a  council  near  Crow 
Wing,  from  which  they  disdainfully  ex- 
cluded their  civil  chief,  decided  to  redress 
the  wrongs  they  had  inflicted  upon  the 
whites  and  return  home. 

Hole-in-the-day  still  stood  aloof,  but 
agreed  to  come  to   the  Agency  on   the 
next  day  (the  Sabbath)  and  counsel  with 
Mr.  Morrill,  the  special  Indian   Agent, 
and  Capt.  Hall  commanding  Fort  Rip- 
ley.     He   accordingly    did  so,  reaching 
the  Agency  with  his   followers    about  9 
o'clock  A.  M.     No  Indian  was  permitted 
to  come  within  our  lines  without  first 
laying  down  bis  arms  outside.     Every 
soldier    in   our    company,   armed     and 
equipped,  stood  in  front  of  his  quarters 
for   six    hours,  ready  for   any  wily    or 
treacherous  attack  from  the  Copperskins. 
Before  night  Hole-in-the-day  caose»l  the 
surrender  of  all  the  stolen  property  then 
in  possessifiu  of  his  men.  and  was  expect- 
ing to  return  home  on  the  next  day  ;  but 
a  note  reached  here  early  Monday  morn 
ing  stating  that  Gov.  Ramsey,  with  oth- 
ers from  St.  Paul  would  meet  the  Chip- 
pewas at  Crow  Wing  that  day  to  settle 
their  difficulties   with   the  whites.     You 
will  soon  learn,  if  you  have  not  already, 
the  doings  of  that  conncil.     Our  aflairs 
with  the  Chippewas  are  undoubtedly  so 
adjusted   that  permanent     peace     with 
them   may   be   confidently    looked    for. 
About  forty  of  the  Indian  warriors  vol- 
untarily  offered     their   services   to   the 
Governor  to  aid  us  in  our  warfiire  with 
the  Sioux.     They  are  now  on  their  way 
to  St.  Paul   to  receive  arms   and  equip- 
ments for  this  purpose. 

The  rest  of  the  Indians  have  for  the 
most  part  gone  home,  better  satisfied 
than  ever  that  the  whites  are  their 
friends  and  always  anxious  to  do  them 
justice. 

Thus  within  a  week  the  lion  has  been 
changed  to  a  lamb !  They  who  one 
week  ago  were  engaged  in  plundering 
the  whites,  were  threatening  our  lives 
and  the  peace  and  quiet  of  a  thousand 
homes,  are  now  our  ardent  friends  and 
our  allies  against  the  cruel  and  warlike 
Sioux.  They  lie  about  our  camp  guard- 
ed by  a  reduced  number  of  sentinels,  and 
even  come  within  our  lines,  cherishing 
no  fear  themselves  and  exciting  no   fear 

in  us. 

We  cannot  contemplate  the  events  of 
the  last  two  weeks  or  more  without  deep 
gratitude  to  him  who  wisely  superintends 
all  human  affairs.  During  the  last  four 
or  five  weeks  we  have  passed  through 
almost  every  variety  of  military  experi- 
ence except  fighting. 

We  have  changed  our  quarters  al- 
most every  other  day.  Sometimes  we 
have  been  quartered  in  tents,  and  some- 
times in  the  open  air  with  the  frosts  of 
Autumn  gathering  upon  our  brows  at 
night,  and  sometimes  in  old,  log  build- 
ings, with  the  hard   floor  for  a  bed  and 


}\'e  have  endured  the  fatigue  of  the 
ma^ch,  some  of  the  evils  arising  from 
expjosures,  and  the  privations  of  home 
with  all  its  attractions.  All  this,  how- 
ever, is  but  the  beginning  of  the  same 
kind  of  experience  that  will  characterize 
the  next  three  years  unless  a  kind  and 
overruling  Providence  calms  the  pass- 
ionate waves  of  civil  strife  that  now 
threaten  the  shipwreck  and  ruin  of  our 
proudest  hopes.  Our  company  are  all 
in  the  best  of  spirits.  Drilling,  with  a 
variety  of  games  and  letcer  writing,  oc- 
cupies most  of  our  time. 

As  the  Indians  are  now  peaceful  our 
presence  is  not  needed  here,  and  we  shall 
soon  return  to  Fort  Ripley,  perhaps  to 
quarter  there  during  the  winter.

LiEUT.-GovKRNOR  SwiFT.  —  On  last 
Saturday,  in  obedience  to  a  constitution- 
al requirement,  the  Senate  appointed  a 
President  pro  tern  of  that  body,  who,  in 
case  of  vacancy,  becomes  Lieutenant- 
Governor  and  President  of  the  Sennte. 
The  unanimous  cht)ice  fell  upon  Hon. 
Henry  A.  Swift,  the  Senator  from  St- 
Peter.  Mr.  Swift  is  one  of  the  best  par- 
liamentarians in  the  State.  As  the  peo- 
ple intend  to  create  a  vacancy  in  that  of- 
fice next  November  by  sending  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor Dunnelly  to  Congress,  Mr. 
Swift  will  become  our  Lieutenant-Gov- 
erncr.  He  will  wear  the  honors  honora- 
bly. 


Our  New  Reginicntii. 

It  is  not  probable  that  our  new  Min- 
nesota regiments  will  be  retained  in  the 
Indian  campaign  for  a  great  length  of 
time.  There  are  now  in  different  por- 
tio.is  of  the  country  large  numbers  of 
paroled  prisoners — more  than  enough 
perhaps  to  wipe  out  the  Indians  and  pro- 
tect our  frontiers,  who  cannot  be  employ- 
ed against  the  rebels — yet  they  must  be 
clothed,  fed  and  paid  by  the  Govern- 
ment. These  soldiers  will  no  doubt  be 
placed  in  this  Departrnent,  while  the 
new  Minnesota  and  Wisconsin  levies 
will  be  placed  in  the  field  against  the 
Southern  rebeU.  A  few  months' front- 
ier campaign  will  prepare  our  new  men 
for  immediate  service;  while  the  parol- 
ed men  will  go  into  the  campaign  with 
the  advantage  of  thorough  discipline  and 
inurement  to  the  hardships  of  the  camp 
and  the  field. 

EMANCIPATION  of  SLAVES 


may  have  escaped  from  any  person  to  whom 
such  service  or  labor  is  claimed  to  be  due,  aud 
any  officer  who  shall  be  found  guilty  by  a 
court-martial  of  violating  this  article,  shall  be 
dismissed  from  the  service." 

Skc.  i.  And  be  it  further  enacted.  That  this 
act  shall  take  effect  trom  and  after  its  passage. 

Also  to  the  9th  and  10th  sections  of  an 
act  entitled  "An  act  to  suppress  insur- 
rection, to  punish  treason  and  rebellion, 
to  seize  and  confiscate  the  property  of 
rebels,  and  for  other  purposer,"  approv- 
ed July  17th,  1862,  and  which  sections 
are  in  these  words  and  figures  follow- 
ing: 

Sec  9.  And  be  it  further  etMcted,  That  all 
slaves  of  persons  who  shall  hereafter  be  engag- 
ed in  rebellion  against  the  government  of  the 
United  States,  or  who  shall  in  any  way  give 
aid  or  corafoil  thereto,  escaping  from  such  per- 
sons and  taking  refuge  within  the  lines  of  the 
army,  and  all  slaves  captured  from  such  per- 
sons or  deserted  by  them  and  coming  under  the 
control  of  the  government  of  the  United  States 
and  all  slaves  of  such  persons  being  within  any 
place  occupied  by  rebel  forces  and  afterwards 
occupied  by  the  forces  of  the  United  States, 
shall  be  deemed  captives  of  war,  iind  shall  be 
forever  free  of  the  servitude  and  not  again  held 
as  slaves. 

Sec.  10.  And  be  it  further  enacted,  That  no 
slave  escaping  into  any  State,  Territory  or  the 
District  of  Columbia,  from  any  of  the  States, 
shall  be  delivered  up  or  in  any  w-ay  impeded  or 
hindered  of  his  liberty  except  (or  crime  or 
some  ofl'cnce  against  the  laws,  unless  the  person 
claiming  said  fugitive  shall  tirst  make  oath  that 
the  person  to  whom  the  labor  or  service  of 
such  fugitive  is  alleged  to  be  due,  is  his  lawful 
owner,  and  has  not  been  in  arms  against  the 
United  Slates  in  the  present  rebellion,  nor  in 
any  way  given  aid  or  comfort  thereto  :  and  no 
person  engaged  in  the  military  or  naval  service 
of  the  United  States  »^hall,  under  any  pretence 
whatever,  assume  to  decide  on  the  validity  of 
the  claim  of  any  person  to  the  service  or  labor 
of  any  other  person,  or  surrender  up  any  such 
person  to  the  claimant,  on  pain  of  being  dis- 
missed from  the  service. 

And  I  do  hereby  enjoin  upon  and  or- 
der all  persons  cijgaged  in  the  military 
and  naval  service  of  the  United  States  to 
observe,  obey  and  enforce,  within  their 
respective  spheres  of  service,  the  act  and 
sections  above  recited.  And  the  Execu- 
tive will  in  due  lime  recommend  that  all 
citizens  of  the  United  States,  who  shall 
have  remained  loyal  thereto  throughout 
the  rebellion,  shall,  upon  the  restoration 
of  the  constitutional  relations  between 
the  United  States  and  their  respective 
Sta'es  and  people,  if  these  relations 
shall  have  been  disturbed,  be  compensat- 
ed for  all  losses  by  acts  of  the  United 
States,  including  the  loss  ol  slaves.

Washi.notox,  Sept.  2'2,   1862. 
By   the  Pretident  of  the  Vnited  Ftatex  of  Amer- 
ica : 

A    PROCLAMATION. 

I,  Abraham  Lincoln,  President  of  the 
Tnited  States  of  America,  and  comman- 
der-in-chief of  the  army  and  navy  there- 
of, hereby  proclaim  and  declare  that 
hereafter,  as  heretofore,  the  war  will  be 
prosocuted  for  the  object  of  practically 
restoring  the  constitutional  relations  be- 
tween the  United  Slates  and  the  peonle 
thereof,  in  which  Suites  that  relation  is 
or  may  be  suspended  or  disturbed  :  that 
it  is  my  purpose,  upon  the  next  meeting 
ot  CiMigress,  to  again  rcci>mmend  the 
adoption  of  a  practical  measure,  tender- 
ing pecuniary  aid  to  the  ivee  acceptance 
or  rejection  of  all  the  slave  States  so-call- 
ed, the  people  whereof  may  not  then  be 
in  rebellion  against  the  United  States, 
and  w..ich  Star,es  may  then  have  volun- 
tarily adopted  the  immediate  or  gr.idual 
abolishment  of  slavery  within  their  re- 
spective limits,  and  thai,  the  efforts  to 
colonize  persons  of  African  descent,  with 
their  consent,  upon  tlie  coritinentor  else- 
where, with  the  previously  obtained  con- 
sent .if  th.;  governments  existing  there, 
will  be  continued  ;  that  on  the  first  day 
of  January,  in  the  year  of  our  Lotd  one 
thousand  eight  hundred  and  sixty-three, 
all  persons  held  as  slaves  wiihin  any 
State  or  any  oesignated  part  of  a  State, 
the  people  whereof  shall  then  be  in  re- 
bellion against  the  United  States,  shall 
be  thenceforward  and  forever  free,  and 
the  executive  government  of  the  United 
States,  including  the  mUitary  and  naval 
authority  thereof,  will  recognize  and 
maintain  the  freedcmi  of  such  persons, 
and  will  do  no  act  or  acts  to  repress  such
